The Birmingham Police Department reports detectives have obtained a warrant for an
arrest in connection to the murder of Zevin Patterson. Zevin Patterson was shot in killed
on Saturday, November 19, 2022, while in the 200 Block of 59t Street South.

The suspect has been identified as:
Devin Renard Patterson Jr., (31), B/M, of Birmingham, Alabama.

Birmingham Police Detectives presented information on the case to the Jefferson
County District Attorney’s Office. After an assessment of the information, detectives
obtained a warrant for Murder.

On Monday, November 28, 2022, Devin Renard Patterson Jr turned himself in at the

Jefferson County Jail. He is currently in the custody of the Jefferson County Jail with a
$250,000 Bond.

The Birmingham Police Department is conducting a homicide investigation. The incident
occurred on Saturday, November 19, 2022.




The victim has been identified as:
Zevin Lenard Patterson (27), of Birmingham, Alabama.

At approximately 9:56 PM, East Precinct officers were dispatched to Don L. West Manor
Apartments located at 204 59th Street South on a call of a person shot.

Upon arrival officers observed the victim suffering from a gunshot wound in an
apartment at the complex. Birmingham Fire and Rescue personnel arrived at the scene
and pronounced the victim deceased.

Preliminary investigation suggests there was an altercation between family members
prior to the shooting.

Currently, there is no one in custody.
